ENGLAND'S TEA TRADY. 
Sennen cattle Saar * 
THE GREATEST CONSUMER IN THE 
WORLD, 


A Parliamentary Paper issued recently con- 
tains some‘interesting facts about the Jatest 
developments in the tea tradé. It states, on- 
the authority of the Board. of Trade, that the | 
consumption of tea in the United.Kingdom 
exceeds that ofall the othel European countries 
and of the United.-States put together, The 
four large soa: preauieing countries are China, 
Japan, British Indiaand Ceylon. British India 
and Japan are the only two countries where 
any complete statistics of production exist 
The statistics of exports for the last three years 
show that China is still the largest exporter 
of tea, though the quantity exported is by no 
means as large as’ it used to be; thus in the 
Period 1884-86 the amount of tea exported from 
“hina averaged 282 million Ibs., while in the 
period 1897-99 it averaged 209 million Ibs. a. 
decrease of 26 per cent. Meanwhile the ex- 
ports of tea from the three o.her producing 
countrics have been constantly increasing of 
late years; in the, case of both British India 
and Japan exports have doubled in the last 
sixteen years, while in the case of Ceylon the 
exper which is now nearly £30 millions, was in 
1854 only two millions of pounds, It appears 
‘that the tea produced in British India and in 
Ceylon is sent mostly to the United Kingdom, 
whereas the larger part of the tea exported 
from China goes fo Russia, either overland or 
by sea;.also in some incasure to the United 
States, where the bulk of the tea exported from 
Japan also-goes, .. ‘ i 

From a tabular statement showing what has 
been the pet capita consumption of tea during 
the last three years in the principal countries 
of ‘Europe and in the United’ States, as well 
asin the British Colonies of Australasia and 
in the Dominion of Canada, it appears that 
in the United Kingdom nearly 6ibs of tea! 
per ‘head of the population are consumed. 

Sixteen years ago ‘the per capita consumption 
amounted’ to,. approximately, sibs,. There is 
no other European country where such a per 
capita consumption’ is approached. Indeed 
there is no other European country?with the 
exception of Holland where the consumption 
oftea exceeds lb, per head.’ In Russia and 
in the United States also, which are the‘other 
| two largest'tea consuming countries, the con- 
sumption amounts to under lb. per head; in 
‘Franco the total quantily of tea consumed is 
undertwo million Ibs,, or ‘o5ths. per head of 
the population; and in Germany itis six million 
ths. or. 11 of & Ib..per head of the population, 
There is also -a considerable consumption of 
tea inthe British colonies of Australasia, and 
in the Dominion of Canada, and although the 
total quantity consumed {is not nearly so large 
‘as that of the Mother Country, yet itis relatively 
’ large ns compared with the present population 
of thase” Golonies.- More particularly .is, this 
the case in. Australasia, where the consumption 
of tea ‘at the present time averages over'7}Ibs, 
per head of tlie population’ In the Dominion 
of. Canada the per capita consumption is: at 
prevent under Slbs .
